The Pea as a Fertilizer,
Iiditor Orangelurg Democral @

I have selected this subjeet,
Mr. Editor, because I do consider it
the most important one to the farmer,
who wishes to restore his lands Lo o
high degree of fertility with the Jeasy
cost, and because very few can he
persuaded to believe that it has the
merits claimed_for it.  The object of
this letter is Lo show that it richly
deserves all that is claimed. That
it is the clover of the South.: T'hat
it contains all the esseulial plant
food, in proper proporlions for any
field crop cultivated in the South,
That it is in short, a perfect manure.
The unbelieving furmer wishes to
know, how is it possihle for a pea

more home made manures are put
oul this season that has been done in
any one season since the war. I have

heard a great number of farmers say,
“T am

netae Hhia

using this year my own ina-

suy, are Lwo high and too exhaustive.

Their constant pse in large quanti-

ties impoverish the land, and bank:

rupt the planter. I heard one man

say that he bought the chemicals, and

hus compounded his own (eviilizer,

and he was of the opinion that at a

cost of seven dollars he had mado a

ton of beller manure—one that
would dv less injury to the soil and
furnish better foed for the plant, than
he could have secured at six limes
the cost from Charleston or clse-
where. In this ecffort of the planter
to relieve himself of the phosphale
monopely, be ought in every way,
end by all means to be encourazed.
The other fact is the disposition that
is now so prevalent, to have ‘~bread
for Lhe eater and seed for the sower.””,
Small grain has been sown with an
unsparing hand. I regret, however,
tolearn that the wheat erop, which
promised so well a month ngo is
thought to be very seriously damng-
ed by the frost and ice of the past
week.  Cotton, or rather the sced, is
now being planted, and from what I
see amnd hear the acreage will be
about as last year. The feeling now
scems Lo be bread first then cotton.
The cold snap we have had, has not
only injured our gardens, but ‘it has
cul offt entirely the fruit prospect.
L doubt if there is a singlo peach,
appley or plum in this seetion of the
counnty. I was lumenting the loss of
the fruit crop in the prezence of an
old aud very observant man, when to
my surprice he said, “what we lose
in fruit we will make up in health,”
and added that his observation was,

springing up and in three months
time gather so much valuable plant
food from the carth.  1le thinks it a
physical impossibility. I wounlil suy
to him, that the pea is a hearty plant
feeder; that it has a large tap root
peunctrating  deep into the subsoii,
bringing up foed beyond the acach of
other crops; that its roota contain a
strong acid able to render insoluble
plant food soluble. 'This was proven
by Dr. Ravenel. He planted tbe
pea in a glass jar, filled wizh gronnd
phosphate rock, and on examination
found that the pea had dissolved
and taken up the rock and a portion
of the glass. The peais certainly
greedy for we ave told it feeds large-
ly on the atmespliere. But to con-
vinee without a  doubt that the pen
stands foremost in the rank of fertili-
zersy, 1 will give you the analysis by
the German chemist of one acre o!
stubble and roots, carelully collected,
washed  and iried, weighing 8,222
pounds, in which there wags 55 s, of
ammonia, 71 of lime, 11 of magnesia,
11 of potash, 7 of soda, 9 of sulphu-
ric aeid, 14 of phosphoric. Compare
this with the commercial fertilizers
in ihe market, and you will find it
cquivalent to 3 sacks of the highest
grade.  This analysis shows il to be
# greal res‘orer, and if taken from
the land, a great exhauster. It is
almost  u universal cnstom in  this
county to pull up pea-vines to gather
the grain oy make cattle food. Look
al this anelysis and see how cllecto-
ally you are murdering your lind, I
like to prove ss I go: Three years
0g0, a neighbor of mine planted peas
in  bis stubble lan‘l, making, in my
Judgment, aboul 3,000 pounds of hay.
I told him  he was killing his land.

-Since then he has planted it i corn,

fevtilizing and cultivaling well. It
yiclded about five bushels per acre,
light and chatly. 1 read an admira-
ble essay on thia subject by one of our
lirst furmers.  Passing his place last
Auvgust I saw huge piles of pea-vine
hay suspended on racks, e buys
guanos hoavily, I refer him to this
analysis. I verily believe if farmers
thronghout the State would cease Lhis
murderous plan and  could be per-
suaded Lo cultivate the pea  for its
manurinl - properties, that  the State
would soon be restored to her former
prosperity, and her stevile and desert-
ed fields would blossom like Lhe rose
and bloom like the garden of para-
dise,
